A monsure which Involves gnestions of grave
national importance is now under considoration
by the United Btates Senate, in the bill reported
by Benator Morgam, to encourage tolegraphic
communication between the United Btates und
the Island of Cuba, and othor West India Islands
and the Dabamas., Permission ia asked of Con-
gress to allow certain citizens of the United

States the exclusive priviloge for a lHmited nom-
ber of years to lay a telographie cable over or
upon u speciied part of the const of the United
States, with 8 view 1o conneetion with the West
Imdis Iulsnds, From the debales in the Senate
on this quasiion om the 20th vitimo, we find that
this privilege Is asked to protect Americaun in-
terests which are now leepardized by an exclu-
give griant given by the Government of Spain to
coerfain Spanish subjects to open telegraphie
rmlvnmmcnnuu beiwgen the Umited States and
Cubn,

Wu also learn that a French ecmpany, with
exclusive privileges for one hundred years, has
bren heavily sllclltlla’.ld by Napoleon II1, and
that the privilege for this company te lusd on
our shiores has besn the subjool of diplomatic
correspondence, It Is to jusurg the protection
of American intorests against loreign monapo.
licg of this nature that the Senate Commitice
on Commerce has acted in reporting this bill.
If we concede that the eflect of such an enier-
prige would be desirable, Is it within tue power
of Conpress to make sech a grant? Is it such
an clement entering into the commercial busi-
ness of the people of the United Btates in their
relations with the rest of the world, that it is
legitimately & subjeet of regulation under the
eighth section of the Comstitution ?

‘¢ think that both these questions might he
answered in the affirmative,  Telegraphing s of
such comparatively recent discovery that any
redsoning upon its relatlons o the Government
must be by nualogy rather thaa from prece-
dent. The law cedes territorial ownership of
the land on the comst between high and low
water marks to the sevoral Btates, and vests the
dominion in the Cnited States to a distance rom
the =bore of o waritime league, or the renge of
2 onunop-shot, The United States, then, have
cleurly the right tosay—a right which has never
been disputed—1bnt no fore'gn nation shall esta-
bligh & battery within the witers of guob mari-
time  league, This  welug the ¢nse, has
not fthe Gengral Government the right to
forbid the laying o u telegraphic cable
upon  the  Juwswrn o within thls  Hmik?
In slew of (he fact that & telographlc
cable mught bho made us dangerons 1o the sately
ol the nution us the erection of u battery, we
thivk the power I8 equully unguestionable,
Upin the right and duty of selndetonse the
whole prineiple of the exclusivencss of the ma-
ritime lengue rests, Under the power incident
to this domunion the general Government can
also declarve thet the Wer or Navy Departments
mht exclusively'lay and use these cables over
this particnlar territory tor the salety or conve-
nience of its wilitary pusts or navy yards—a
power which muight bo delegated to certain of
1ts own ecitizens primarily, for its own conve-
nicuce, and secondarily, for that of the general
putlic, o tar as ite capacity extended beyond
thicir own necds, thus exelud ng foreign nations
from oceupying the eoast lue by o an agency 50
otentinl tor good cr evil as 4 telegraphie cable,
‘his pont does not touch the question of the
power of Uongress onder the eighth section of
the Constitution to regolate commerce with
torcign nations, There may be some dillicully
pere, but less, porkaps, then appoesrs o the firsg
view ol the subject,

It will be udmirted that the telegraph is now
fully ingorporated inlo and has breome o part of
the modern commercinl system of the world;
but it has uses other than cammercial, and
features unlike auy other cloment entecing into
the constitubion of that comprenensive word,
commerce—an slemenl making it quite neces-
gary that the Goverument thould exercise somg
control over it,  Bwift os thought, voleeless
whilg epeaking, in an instant a cypher message
may pass irow one continent to avother which
might gravely atiect the interests of a whole
people. The grantees having first procurad the
ripurinn rights, as well a2 the State grants, tho
cousent ol the general Governmeut tu lay the
cable within the limits of the maritime lengue
boyond 1s essential, 11 woold seemn that tho
mo-t constitutions]l government in the world

It Ix capable of knowine i, and has the appro-
lmntr oflicig] organs through whieh to ask for
L Nelther Congress nor the President can in-
teilere for this purpose unnsked, g

The guarantee against inveson la not quali-
fied; the obligation 1t impesos is absolute, lnva
#lon neceesarily comer irom outside, und all the
l'!-{l'l“l'l! relutions of the States bt‘iﬂhl‘." le the
sole jurisdiction of the Federal Goverament,
Under this cluuee, il is Lound to expel aud drive
off ixtruders without waiting te be called on,
but it ean do nothing mofe, When the invasion
is repelied, the Federal Government has nothi
mere to do; and even during its continuance al
the internal affairs of the Biste remwn undor
the ;-:vlua}ve jurlsdiction of the State Govern-
Tent,

The gnarantee of republican government also
requires 10 application on the part of the
State, for remsoss founded on the nature of
this guarantee, which is intonded to protect
the State agatust the usirpation of Its rulers,
Iu this ease it would be absatd o awalt the
spphication of the Bisle Govermment, for the
Htule Covernment s tae very thing sgalnst
which the State is to be protected.

suppese that the Consthtution mtended, or that
the Btutes gecopted, a standard which would
bave permitted the Federal authority to set
aside any of the State Gosernments then exist-
ing, with which the States entered into the
Unaow, 63,1t was first o ' Whatever was
consistent with republicavism i any Brale on
Is firat emtrance iute the Union, can be no bar
10 ita coutinuesd existonece inthe Union as o re-
publican State, To hela the contrary would be
to suppose that the men who feamed, and the
States whiele ariginnlly adopted, the Constitu-
tlen did not understand tholy own menning.

Advancing frow the general dise lon to
predent applications, we may lay the cunrantec
wennel invision out of view, as harving no re-
l«vuney to the present siate of affaine, Both of
the ather guarantees are closely connected with
pending questions, The important point to
detormine jg, 1nlich of the two gnurantees ia now
anphienble? In other words, is it the existing
Stute Covernments that are to be protected, or
121t the people of the Southern Btates that aro
to he protecied agminst those Governments?  If
the exigting State Governments are republican
in form, the gunranice aguinst domestic violence
insures them protection pgaingt overithrow,
whenever they find it necessary to zsk for such
protection,

Any attempt to "annul Johnson's Govern-
ments” i clearly noconstitutional, urvless it oan
be shown that they are not republican. Bus, to
prove themm nnulrepublienn, iy must be shown
thut they differ, in seme ezeentinl particalar,
trom all the Governmente of the original thir-
teen Btates. It is clalmed by the Radicals that
universal” sufirage 15 the test ol republicanism,
But nene of the eriginal thirteem could teye
stocd this test, Had it been lnaisted on, the
Duton could net hiave besn formed. Suorely,
States cannot be turmed nut of the Umion for
reasons which did not prevent their origingl ad.
mission. It is clear, therefors, that the gunr-
untee whieh protocts existing Etate Govern-
mwents against overthrow is the only one which
applies to the present condition of the country,
